From anet'iev Ittten from a citizen ef
Cloud county, -- of the same tlate, we
make the- - following : extract,- - which
doubtless refers to the same occurrence :

"Informatiow has' jnst iHeii revived
here of Indian deprenlations' on White.
Rock creek, in Jewell county.- - As some
buffklo butters, feven In number, were
out on .Friday May 21st,-whil- e four( '

were' engaged in skinning the buffalo,
they were suddenly surprised by In-
dians ; when they retreated, or attempt- -
ed to. The three who were left in
camp, seeing the fight, came down to
the settlement ' some seven miles, and
reportei tlreir comrades dead. Tliey
made an alarm,' and 'a large party of
settlers have gone to bury the dead, and
investigate the whole affair.

"The foregoing I think ' is reliable.
The1 Indians committing the depreda-
tions are supposed to be the Platte Kiv- -,

er Sioux, and perhaps some others.
They were armed with revolvers, bows
and arrows, and spears. The party at-
tacking is Estimated to have numbered
thirty or forty, with a great many oth-
ers back in fight. Quite a number are
out on the buffalo grounds ; among
them, I nutlet-stand- , three females.
Great anxiety, is felt for all the hunters,
as " they comprise some of our best
farmers, who are Ihus endeavoring to
secure their meat for summer." f

On Friday evening thp track of th
Kansas Pacific was torn up at Fossil
Creek, twenty miles east of Hays, and
two section hinds .killed. The east-
ward bound train did not reach this
point until about nine o'clock last night,
being detained, we presume, by this
occurrence.

We have le?ore mentioned the dash
juto Sheridan, and the driving oil' of
stock.

At the present writing, the Water-vill- e

dispatch; which gave an account
of a reported fight between Swedes
aud Indians in which four of the form-
er were killed, lacks continuation. It
may be true, and the story may have
grown out of the affair first above re
furred to.

It is likelv that the New York colo
ny, on 'White Uock, or a portion of
them, will be organized into a militia
conrpany. and supplied with arms and
ammunition.' It is certainly to be hoped
that they will be able to maintain them-
selves iu their present position.

' Two companies of mounted militia
arc belug organized ' to patrol the bor-
der. It is thought these will be suff-
icient to scout the exposed frontier, and
to give such timely notice of approach-
ing danger that the settlers may be pre-
pared to defend ' fhemselvps. If the
number shall prove insufficient, it is
likelv that it will be increased. Gen.
Schoficld has scut a company of caval-
ry to the Solomon valley, and will send
another to scout the country in the di-
rection of the Arkt'iis, until the mi-
litia can be made ready to take their
places. e

About twenty white persons have
been killed by the Indians in western
Kansas during the past week. The mur-
ders have been committed by roving
bauds of Indiana. .No large bodies of
Indians have been heard of, and the
massacres have been the result of guer-
rilla fighting rather than of a general
Indian war. . The scene of their opera-
tions has extended from the Republican
ai.d Solomon livers to the end of the
Kansas Pacific Railroad. Tho settle,
mcnts In that part of the State arc scat-
tered and very much exposed. Gen.
Schoficld has only a small nuiuocr of
troops at his disposal, but is making the
best use he can of.ihem. Gov. Har-
vey has organized two companies of
scouts, for which Geo Schoiiold will
furnish the arms. Tltcre are now in
the field four Uuited States surveying
parties, all without military protection.
Two of these are north of Fort Hays,
one between Fort Hays and Lamed,
aud one sixty miles west of Hays.
This is the most exposed part of our
State, and fears are felt for the safety ol
the surveyors.
